Plans New Housing 
On Walker Avenue 


Plans for a new housing devel- 


opment on an extension of Walker 
avenue, off North Main street near 
the Lawrence line, were discussed 
with the board of public works at 
its meeting Monday night by Mrs. 
Anna McDonald of ,Shawsheen 
Village. 

Mrs. McDonald has had a large 
acerage engineered and laid out 
into 32 house lots and is ready to 
let the contract to level the land, 
lay water and sewer pipes to con- 
form with the town system, and 
build a gravel road through the 
tract, all at her own expense. 


She presented her plans to the 
board to get its approval of the 
type of construction which the 
plans called for. As they con- 
formed with present regulations 
the board voted its approval. 

A representative group from the 
finance committee met with the 
board to review the bids for con- 
struction of the new steel bridge 
on Central street. The group will 
report back to the, committee 
which will give its opinion within a 
few days. When this is made the 
board will proceed to let the 
contract. 

A Mr. Holt of Lawrence ad- 
dressed the board relative to the 
sewer assessment on an under- 
sized lot on Dufton road. The lot of 
46 ft. frontage was established 
before the zoning laws went into 
effect. He understood it was too 
small for a house and he would 
have no need to enter the sewer 
system. He was advised to con- 
tact the board of appeals for re- 
lief in case he intended to build, as 
the board might deem it proper to 
grant a varience. He started that 
if allowed to build he would pay 
the assessment. 


James Turner of Shawsheen 
Village, owner of property at the 
corner of Burnham road and Arun- 
del street, asked abatement of the 
sewer assessment as he already 
had his property connected with 
the system on the other street. He 
claimed he would have no benefit 
of the new sewer. No action was 
taken on the request. 


The board granted an applica- 
tion for one light on Lincoln st. 
and two lights on Upland road. In 
each case before any light instal- 
lations are ordered the board 
makes a survey of the location at 
night time in order to get a true 
picture of conditions. 


The Lawrence Gas & Blectric 
company is to make a survey of 
Highland road in order to install 
better street lighting there. A new 
development at the upper end of 
Chestnut street is being laid out 
with about a dozen house lots and 
building is expected to start there 
soon.

Of World Federation 


Taking issue with the views on 
World Federation expressed by 
Leonard F. James in The Towns- 
man of Feb. 38, Thomas H. 
Mahoney of Boston, co-chairman 
of the Massachusetts branch, 
United World Federalists, pre- 
sents the views of that organiza- 
tion in the following statement to 
The Townsman: 


The Andover Townsman of Feb. 
8, 1949, contained an article by 
Leonard F. James on World 
Federation and “its elusive na- 
ture’’—and doubtful practicabil- 
ity. While admitting the clear 
logic of the proponents of World 
Federation the author seemed to 
charge World Federalists with 
attempting to legislate effective 
world government into existence 
“in a vacuum’’—the present ab- 
sence of a world “community of 
interest and purpose.”’ He argued

that the burden is upon World 
Federalists to prove not only the 
present practicability of World 
Federation but the steps which 
can be taken to achieve it—the 
steps to “strengthen” the United 
Nations into a limited World 
Government. The present article 
is prompted by a desire to answer 
the James assertions. 

Let us begin with a considera- 
tion of the present status of world 
organizations for peace and de- 
termine whether it is adequate to 
maintain international peace and 
the national security of the indi- 
vidual states. ¢ 

The United Nations’ charter 
contains a magnificent statement 
of purpose—the maintenance of 
international peace and security. 
It does not provide machinery 
which is adequate to achieve that 
noble purpose. The Security coun- 
cil, primarily charged with the 
responsibility of achieving that 
purpose, and theoretically capable 
of binding all member nations, 
has been and can be paralized by 
the exercise of the veto by a 
Great Power. In matters of sub- 
stance a negative vote by any one 
of these five powers prevents ac-

tion. The veto has been used 30 
times by the Soviet Union and 
twice by France. By reason of 
impasses reached and threatened, 
it has been impossible for over 
two years to establish a United 
Nations security force, to provide 
an international atomic energy 
control or to secure limitation of 
conventional armaments. 


The Security council could not, 
in the face of a Soviet Union veto, 
have adopted or applied the Tru- 
man Doctrine to Greece or Turkey. 
It could not have prevented the 
Czechoslovak coup of February, 
1948, or the Chinese Communist 
overwhelming of North China. It 
cannot in the face of such a veto 
prevent similar coups, in Finland 
or Norway. The charter permits 
the exercise of the veto by an 
aggressive Great Power to pre- 
vent interference with its own 
aggression against other states, 
whether that aggression is direct 
or indirect. 


The general assembly, with 
recommendatory powers _. only, 
cannot bind the member states or 
the Security council to any inter- 
national action. Its recommenda- 
tions for partition of Palestine 
was not followed, but challenged 
by the Arab states. Its recom- 
mendations for elimination of 
Yugoslav aid to the Greek guer- 
Tillas has. been ignored and 
flouted by Yugoslavia. Its recom- 
mendations for setting up a repub- 
lican form of government for all 
Korea, has been defied by the 
Soviet Union. Even its establish- 
ment of the Interium committee, 
the Little Assembly, within the 
provisions of the charter has been 
boycotted by the Soviet Union 


and its satellite states. 


Between .a Security council 
theoretically capable of binding 
the member states, but subject to 
paralysis by the veto and the gen- 
eral assembly theoretically and 
practically incapable of binding 
them, the United Nations, in the 
political field—as was true of the 
League of Nations before it—is 
inadequate to meet and solve the 
problems of peace and security 
with which it has been, is and will 
be confronted. 

Let us now consider whether 
anything should be done to over- 
come these deficiencies. 

There are those who say, ‘‘Let 
the United Nations evolve into a 
stronger organization.” But the 
record of three years has failed 
to show any evolution toward 
strength. That record, certainly 
so far as the Security council is 
concerned, has emphasized the in- 
adequacy of the United Nations. 

It may be argued that the 
Western Union—composed of Bel- 
gium, Luxemberg, The Nether- 
lands, France. and the United 
Kingdom—the North Atlantic Al- 
liance—the suggested, alliance of 
these five nations and Canada 
and the United States—and the 
Organization of American States, 
are such evolutionary steps under 
Article 51 of the charter. 


But Article 51 confers no 
rights upon states. It merely 
recognizes an inherent right of 
self defense in every state—a 


right to resist armed attack, and 
to combine with other states 
therefor. This article recognizes 
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that the United Nations may be 
unable to challenge or to over- 
come aggression by a _ Great 
Power against another state by 
reason of the exercise of the veto 
by such power, and that in such 
event every member state is free 
to defend itself or its neighbor. 
There can be little dowbt that the 
Western Union and the proposed 
North Atlantic Alliance are di- 
rected against possible aggression 
by the Soviet Unjon and founded 
upon the proposition that the 
United Nations could offer no 
help in such a contingency in the 


face’ of a certain Soviet Union 
veto. 


Whether time enough exists for 
successful evolution is another 
serious question. If the United 
Nations is to evolve to this point, 
it must evolve before the pattern 
of international conduct based 
upon an armaments race is so set 
that war will result. Physicists 
have told us that by 1948 or 1949 
the Soviet Union will have dis- 
covered the secret of the atomic 
bomb, that in three more years it 
can catch up with the bomb pro- 
duction of the United States and 
thereafter out-produce our coun- 
try. Without question they have 
biological or bacteriological wea- 
pons now. Therefore, the time is 
rapidly growing shorter for evo- 
lutionary or international change 
in the character of the United 
Nations. 


Let us now consider the pro- 
posals of the World Federalists. 
They suggest that the Soviet 
Union may have certain problems 
which should be recognized and 
solver if possible—access to warm 
water ports, internationalization 
of the great waterways such as 
the Suez and Panama canals and 
international rivers and equality 
of access to the natural resources 
of the world. They suggest an 
attempt to solve these problems 
by international conference and as 
an integral part of such solution 
the conversion of the United Na- 
tions into a World Federation. In 
the event that the Soviet Union 
definitely and finally refuses ‘‘to 
go along,’ they suggest that the 
other nations proceed to create a 
federation. 


Amendments to the charter 
may be adopted by the general 
assembly or by a general confer- 
ence such as that held at San 
Francisco in 1945. If such amend- 
ments are ratified by two-thirds 
of the member nations including 
the five Great Powers they become 
effective. If the Soviet Union re- 
fused to ratify all other nations 
desiring such amendments could 
organize under Article 51 as a 
world federation, and continue 
membership in the United Na- 
tions for discussions in the gen- 
eral assembly and: Security coun- 
cil with the Soviet Union and its 
satellites. Such an organization, 
open to the Soviet Union when- 
ever it might see fit to become a 
member, would undoubtedly have 
an overwhelming preponderance 
of military, naval, air, economic, 
etc. power and constitute an 
effective deterrent to aggression 
by any nation. 


It may be argued that without 
the Soviet Union there could be 
no world federation. Is_ the 
United States of America no less 
the United States of America be- 
cause it is but one of more than 
twenty American states? Would 
the United States of the World be 
any less the United States of the 
World if it contained 53 of the

Nations scattered all over the 
world? 

The World Federalists suggest 
as a minimum authority to be 
delegated to such a World Fed- 
eration: (1) power to enact a 
code of international law regulat- 
ing the relations between states, 
providing for disarmament by 
states to a point necessary only 
for domestic policing, prohibiting 
war and compelling submission of 
all international disputes to ad- 
judication by such law; (2) power 
to enact a code of world penal 
law applicable to individuals and 
prohibiting the manufacture, 
possession or use of weapons of 
mass destruction; (3) power to 
establish a judical system with 
compulsory jurisdiction over 
states and international disputes, 
and (4) power to establish an 
executive department with peace 
or police powers adequate to en- 
force such international and world 
law. 


The nations are now struggling 
with what we call international 
law, based on customs and 
treaties. International law and 
world law enacted by a legislative 
branch of a world federation 
would be simpler and more effec- 
tive. ‘ 

The present World court has 
no compulsory jurisdiction. The 
Soviet Union cannot be brought 
before the court against that na- 
tion’s objection or without its 
consent. A system of world courts 
with compulsory jurisdiction un- 
der a world federation, alone 
would be completely adequate. 

The United Nations has found 
it impossible to develop an inter- 
national security force. Under a 
world federation this would be no 
more difficult than establishing a 
regular army, an F.B.I. and a 
corps of department of justice 
marshalls by the United States. 


World Federalists assert that 
there can be no permanent world 
peace without world order; that 
there can be no stable world order 
without world law; that there can 
be no effective world law without. 
a world authority to enact it; 
that there can be no adequate 
world authority without a delega- 
tion to it or pooling in it of 
sufficient power to enact, in- 
terpret, apply and enforce world 
law directly upon the _ indi- 
vidual; that until and unless 
a world federation is established 


present 59 members of the United 
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with such authority, world peace 
and world order is unlikely or 
impossible; that the challenge is 
such and the conditions existing 
in the world are such that world 
federation must be achieved by 
the exercise of man’s God-given 
reason within a comparatively 
brief period of time and cannot 
be left to evolution; that appre- 
ciating the alternative to world 
federation, man can, should and 
will compel the change.

DON'T NEGLECT YOUR DUTY TO VOTE! 
Next Monday, March 7th, is election day in Andover. 


We cannot over-emphasize how important it is for all 
registered voters to go to the polls and vote.

POLITICS AND MEDICINE 


The surest way to improve American medical service is 
to keep politics out of it. Doctors in this country have proved 
through the years that they are very well able to continue on 
their own, and it is just plain common sense to state that if 
those who attend us when we are ill, were to be told what to 
do, and what not to do, by a few politicians, the results would 
probably be disastrous. 

Statistics indicate that in every country where government 
has socialized or dominated medicine standards of care, have 
either become static or declined. The workings of bureaucracy 
do not make for initiative. Less and less attention is given to 
research and experiment. Doctors are forced, under a panel 
system, to take more patients than they can properly handle, 
and the public health suffers.

voluntary medical insurance 
schemes. But now that large dan- 
ger looms ahead, the A.M.A. is 
trying to catch up with public op- 
inion. That organization is now 
pretty solidly in favor of voluntary 
schemes. It is virtually consoli- 
dated against any government 
plan, whether state or national. 


Stand Still Or Move Forward? 


The arguments against social- 
ized medicine, or compulsory med- 
ical insurance, depending upon 
choice of phaseology, will be in- 
creasingly heard. Medicine will de- 
teriorate, anything the govern- 
ment has a hand in will be a boon- 
doggle, people will chisel for un- 
uecessary medical care, doctors 
will be overworked. Not all of 
those charges are insuperable ob- 
stacles. Criticism about govern- 
ment interference may be valid. 
But one factor must not be over- 
looked. A medical crisis can be a 
major financial catastrophe to a 
family. And too many people can- 
not afford that crisis. Therefore 
the public must be educated to 
insure itself against that hazard, 
as it does against fire and death 
and other major losses. Health is 
virtually the major consideration 
for families. Its protection should 
be the prime necessity. This could 
have been a worthy cause for pub- 
lic education by the A.M.A. That 
association can be justly criticized 


for failing to recognize that obliga- 
tion. ‘ 


Socialized Medicine Not 
Radical In England 


The British scheme—very defi- 
nitely socialized medicine under a 
socialist government—has prob- 
ably come to stay. But it should 
be remembered that it was a Con- 
servative government that recog- 
nized the need for public medicine. 
It is very doubtful whether a Con- 
servative government of the future 
would reverse the trend back to 
relatively private medicine. For it 
was Churchill’s former govern- 
ment which pronounced that ‘‘the 
care of personal health should be 
put on a new footing and be made 
available to everybody as a pub- 
licly sponsored service.”’ 

Socialized medicine is not a rad- 
ical change in England. Certain 
aspects came in under the Liberal 
Party some 35 years ago. Ever 
since 1912 most employed adults 
have been covered by a compulsory 
National Insurance Act which pro- 
vided against sickness and unem- 
ployment. The present change is 
one of degree. Now all persons are 
eligible regardless of age or in- 
come. And it must be remembered 
that those who choose to retain 
their right to private medical care 
may enjoy that privilege. But 
those who could not formerly af- 
ford adequate medical care can 
now get it. 

The criticism of the British 
scheme that wigs, artificial limbs, 
glasses and the like can be had by 
everyone for free does not disprove 
that needs exist. That patients 
queue up for hours is not evidence 
solely that people enjoy getting 
something for nothing. It could be 
that real needs can for the first 
time be satisfied. A nation won't 
be harmed by being healthier. 


What For The U.S.A.? 

Here in the United 
trend towards increasing group 
medical insurance, in part sup- 
ported by employers, is evidence of 
an awakening of public opinion to 
medical needs. But there is still 
very much room for further public 
education. If more people joined 
such schemes, the costs would be 
reduced. A major job lies ahead. 
Fear of British developments 


should not imntunize us to evident 
needs.

British experience and Amer- 
ican medical needs can suggest to 


conscientious men a solution that} 


provides essentials without nation- 
alization. There must be some way 
to improve upon present condition 
without going to extremes. 
The A.M.A. campaign fund could 
well be used to educate us to edu- 
cate ourselves. The British Medical 
association, conservative as it is, 
agrees that ‘‘everybody who wants 
it should be able to get complete 
health service without having to 
pay doctors’ bills." 

Denouncing a government plan 
is not enough. There is only one 
substitute for nationalized medi- 
cine. And that is a well-organized 
voluntary method under a free en- 
terprise system, cheap enough to 


come by itself. We must be the 
ones to decide to get it, ,

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Do You Know 
Massachusetts? 


DO YOU KNOW THAT... Up 
to December $1, 1948, a total of 
67,502 Massachusetts veterans 
had borrowed $440,635,394 under 
the G.I. loan plan for the purchase 
of homes, farms or business. The 
Veterans Adminstration’s guar- 
antee and insurance of these loans 
totaled about $191,028,000 . ; 
Massachusetts at the close of 1948 
had a total of 97 airports and sea- 
plane bases of all classes . . . Pro- 
duction of Massachusetts’ fishing 
industry is exceeded in the United 
States only by Alaska and Cali- 
fornia in weight and only by Cali- 
fornia in value... A Bureau of 
Labor Statistics survey shows that 
the average construction cost of 
new single-family dwellings 
started during 1947 in the Boston 
area was $7,700, exclusive of land, 
landscaping or seller's profit. Only

In addition to the issuing of cer: 
tificates and licenses for motor 
vehicles and the enforcement of 
the laws regulating their operation, 


the registry of motor vehicles is 
also charged with the providing of 
special services. Because of the 
fact that these services have not 
been given a great deal of publicity 
and because they demonstrate a 
willingness on the part of the state 
to consider the problems of the in- 
dividual, they are reported in some 
detail. 

There is the case of the amputee 
and paraplegic for example. Under 
federal law, any veteran of World 
War II who'has a service-connected 
injury resulting in the loss or the 
loss of use of one foot at or 
above the ankle is eligible to re- 
ceive $1,600 toward a car. This car 
must, of course, be specially fitted 
to serve the ‘individual’s needs. 
Once the car is purchased, how- 
ever, the driver of that car must 
be licensed to operate it. For this 
purpose a division /of veteran’s fa- 
cilities and handicapped has been 
set up within the registry of motor 
vehicles to test the operating skill 
of these drivers and to issue licen- 
ses. 


In addition to these licenses the 
division is authorized to issue s0- 
called “courtesy” stickers to those 
in this category who own their own 
cars. This sticker, fastened to the 
windshield or rear window, allows 
the disabled operator while driving 
his own car to stop at a convenient 
location for the purpose of doing 
an errand, but not for the purpose 
of unlimited parking. Any fraction 
of law or local ordinance, of course, 
or any abuse of this privilege when 
reported by the chief of police of 
any police department is followed 
immediately by the removal of the 
sticker and the suspension of any 
courtesies that may have been pre- 
viously extended to the individual. 
It is interesting to note that to date 
721 veterans have been licensed to 
drive and have been issued such 
courtesy stickers. 


Originally only the disabled vet- 
eran was given the privilege to op- 
erate an automobile. In recent 
years, however, this right has been 
extended to other disabled persons, 
provided, of course, as in the case 
of the veteran, that the individual 
has been deemed fit and able to 
operate that vehicle safely. 


In the case of the person whose 
leg or arm has been amputated (not 
service-connected), a test is given 
by this division to determine his 
ability to operate either a car spe- 
cially equipped for him or an ordin- 
ary vehicle by means of a brace 
or an artificial limb. 

Much more complicated is the 
case of those who are afflicted with 
an ailment or disability which 
might cause them to lose conscious- 
ness or control. For these there 
must, of course, be a more frigid 
test and a complete investigation 
to find whether they are physically 
or mentally able to operate a 
vehicle. 


Epilepsy is the most common dis- 
ease in this category, for seizures 
quite frequently result in immedi- 
ate loss of consciousness without 
warning. Nevertheless, if a person, 
according to a written certificate 
from his doctor, has been free from 
seizure for a protracted time and it 
is reasonable to assume from the 
doctor’s report that seizure will not 
occur, the division is authorized to 
issue a license to that person to 
operate a vehicle, upon completion 
of an exacting test. Furthermore, 
in order to continue to hold that 
license, he must be examined by his 
doctor every three months and a 
certificte as to his health must be 
submitted to the department by his 
doctor, all of this for an indefinite 
period. 

Only four other states give real 
consideration to the licensing of 


epileptics to operate motor vehi- 
cles. In most of the other states 
there are no requirements other 
than a superficial physical examin- 
ation. 

The paraplegics (who are para- 
lyzed from the waist down) and he 
hemoplegics (paralyzed on one 
side) are thoroughly examined and 
are required to present evidence in 
the form of a medical certificate 
that spasms during which they lose 
their equilibrium will not occur, 
The paraplegics, of course, must 


pass a rigid test in a car equipped |

In paying tribute to the solicitors 
who help supply Red Cross with 
the ammunition it needs to carry 
on its great efforts to alleviate 
human suffering, Mrs. C. Edward 
Buchan quoted Royal C. Agne, 
national director of fund raising: 
“Suppose that you were to stand 
by an imaginary window to .ob- 
serve an unusual but possible 
procession made up of the people 
who in 1948 benefited from Red 
Cross services. What a varied 
lot of people they are—those 
from disaster-stricken areas; 
those in the armed forces calling 
on Red Cross field directors; 
veterans in hospitals; the families 
of servicemen and veterans; those 
who are aided by blood collected 
through the Red Cross; those 
neediest children in many lands 
overseas; and thousands of others. 
They are marching 10 abreast. 
Such a line of 10 passes your line 
of vision at every- tick of your 
watch. Do you know how long 
you would need to stand there by 
your window until the last line 
passed? Through 24 hours of 
every day, for exactly one week. 

“Again stand at your window 
on the morning of March 1st. 
.Another procession goes by your 
window. Volunteers in fund- 
raising 10 abreast—four million 
of them on their way to their 
neighbors’ homes on March 1st to 
ask that the many needed services 
shall be kept flowing through Red 
Cross channels—you will need to 
stand by your window through 
days and nights for more than

Zone Speed Law 
For Route 28 


Zone speed laws are going to be 
put into operation soon on Route 
28 which includes all of Main st. 

Speed of 30 to 45 miles an hour 
for the various zones were dis- 
cussed and decided upon at a‘re- 
cent meeting held at the Andover 
state police barracks. 

Police Chief George A. Dane at- 
tended the discussion together 
with Ald. Louis A. Scanlon, com- 
missioner of public safety of Law- 
rence, the police chiefs of North 
Andover, Reading, North Reading 
and Stoneham, Inspectors Charles 
Bailey, Ernest Perry and George 
Hancock of the registry of motor 
vehicles, and two enginners of the 
state traffic division. 

Zone speed laws are to be put 
into effect shortly on all Massachu- 
setts highways. This is the result 
of legislation giving the state 
board of public works anthority to 
make such regulations. 

Sections of the highway are to 
be marked with signs showing the 
maximum speed. Autoists will 
not be allowed to exceed the rate 
in a particular zone. 

Signs. made with reflecting but- 
tons which will be visible for night 
driving, will mark zones indicating 


speeds of not more than 30-35-40- 
45 miles an hour. 

While local zones at the top of 
the hill near the academy, and that 
from the railroad bridge to Shaw- 
sheen will be marked ‘30’’ Chief 
Dane says that the 30-mile rate is 
the highest that will be allowed. 

He also calls attention of motor- 
ists to the fact that despite the 
signs indicating the zone speed, 
the law designating speeding as 
“any speed unreasonable and im- 
proper at the time”’ is still in effect 
and will be strictly enforced 

Zone speeds aren in effect in 
other states and Chief Dane be- 
lieves that such markings on the 
highways of Massachusetts will be 
of great assistance to out-of-state 
motorists who are: accustomed to 
them.
